SESSION NOTES. 

Orrawa, May 29, 97. 

The debate on the preferential 
c'ause of the tariff still continues, al- 
though it has been talked threadbare 
by the opposition. Sir Charles Hib- 
bert Tupper, Hon. Mr. Foster, Messrs. 
Bennett and Clancy took up the par- 
able for the opposition on Thursday. 
Hon. Mr. Laurier, and Messrs. Frost, 
Rodgers and Charlton spoke on the 
government side. The chief ground 
of opposition to this clause still rests 
on the allegation, or supposition, that 
it means a general reduction of °25 
per cent. on the whole of the tariff as 
scheduled to all countries of the 
world, except the United States, and 
the direful results which will thereby 
ensue to the Canadian workmen are 
pictured in dreary colors. The 
opposition seem to have lest sight of 
the fact—-to even a greater degree 
than the goverament—that on the 
23rd of June last the peonie demand- 
ed the readjustment of the tariff in 
favor of the producer and consumer ; 
even at some expense to the protected 
manufacturer. 
had had his turn; and that the 
voters desired now to give the mass of 
the people their turn. Hon. Mr. 
Foster argues that inasmuch as the 
revised tariff withdraws protection 


to that extent. He seems to 


sight of the fact that this was the | 


very issue upon which the people 
voted, and that they most overwhelm- 
ingly voted, to have the reduction 
made. Admitting all that the opposi- 
tion say in regard to the almost world- 
wide comprehensivness of the — so- 
called preferential provisions, they 
still have the effect of a retaliatory 
policy upon our southern neighbors, 
in reply to the Dingley bill, which is 
acknowledged to be specially aimed at 
Canada. Setting aside all other

Mr. Bennett brought up the much 
talked question of export duties on 
saw-logs and pulp wood, which had 
not, otherwise been formally placed 
before the House. He said the saw- 
mills of Michigan were kept running, 
to a large extent, on Canadian logs, 
and that lumber from these same 
milis cut out Canadian manufactured 
lumber to a large extent in Western 
Ontario. Mr. Charlton opposed the 
proposed duty on saw-logs and pulp- 
wood on the ground that it would 
only injure Canadian labor as appli- 
ed to the production of saw-logs and 
pulp-wood, and would cause the 
United States duty against Canadian 
lumber to be so much more greatly 
increased as to absolutely prohibit the 
export of Canadian lumber to the 
States. He, however, made the ex- 
traordinary announcement for such 2 
pronounced free-trader, that, if the 
Dingley bill were finally passed with 
its present provision for a duty of $2 
a thousand on Canadian lumber, he 
would be in favor of imposing a like 
duty on United States lumber coming 
into Canada. He asserted that the 
excitement gotten-up in regard to the 
export of pulp-wood was strictly 
artificial, and was the work of a 
United States Pulp company which 
had established a mill on the Cana- 
dian side at the Sault, and who wish- 
ed to relieve themselves from the com- 
petition of the United States pulp 
mills in the price they had to pay for 
the pulp-wood to the settlers on the 
Canadian side, who cut the wood 
while clearing their land. 

The papers in regard to the fast 
Atlantic steamship-line were laid on 
the table last night. The agreement 
provides for four 10,006 ton steamers, 
having a speed of 21 knois per hour, 
a freight capacity for 1500 to 2000 
tons of ordinary freight and 500 tons 
of cold storage freight, with passenger 
accommodation for 300 first, 200 
second, and 800 steerage; the latter 
to be carried at $15 per head. The 
vessels are to be equal to the cunard- 
ers Lucania and Campania, and wiil 
run to Quebec and Montreai in sum- 
mer, and to Halifax cr St. John in 
winter. The first two steamers will

If new and important ques- 
tions, such as the railway policy and 
the plebscite, are introduced, it is 
hard to say when the end will be 
reached. 

A bill has been introduced by the 
solicitor-general to raise the control- 
Jers of customs and of land revenue 
to cabinet rank, which means an in- 
crease of $2,000 each on their salaries. 
No abolition of any of the existing 
cabinet positions is in prospect. 


The bill introduced by Mr. Sifton 
to amend the Northwest Territories 
act makes a number of amendments 
to the present act. The principal are: 
To give the executive committee the 
standing of a cabinet in advising the 
lieutenant-governor. The supreme 
court en bane sit at such place as the 
lieutenant-governor-in-council may 
direct. The appointments of sheriffs 
and clerks of the court is vested in 
the heutenant-governor-in-council.

WHEREAS, a vet'tion, signcd by at feast on’- 
half in number of the resident ratepayers of the 
Municipality ef the Tewn of Edmonton, has becn 
presented to the Municipal Council of the said 
Manic pality, requesting them to pasa By-law to 
vide for the raising of the sum of $25,000 00 to 
xiven as a bonus to the Dominion Government te

HOW THE BAD INDIAN DIED. 


A report from Prince Albert dated 
the 3lst, gives the following particuiars 
of the storming of the Indians rifle pis 
aad the killing of the outlaw. 

After the first unsuccessful rush dur 
ing which Hockin, Grundy and Kerr 
were killed, word was sent fer rein- 
forcements, which rapidly arrived. | 

A ‘detachment of volunteers from 
Prince Albert under Mr. James Mc- 
Kay, Q. C., came with the old and his- 
toric seven-pounder and ancther de- 
tachment with Mr. C. E. Boucher, M. 
L. A., from Batoche, also joined Mr. 
McKay. At this point Regina was | 
communicated with and a detachment 
of twenty-five policemen, with Assist- | 
ant Commissioner MclIlree and Insp. | 
Macdonnell, with the nine-pounder, | 
left the Nortwest capital at 10.90 a.im., | 
and after a splendid run arrived at | 
Duck Lake at 430 p.m. Here the | 
scene of the intended capture was | 
found to be the. Minetchinese Hills 
ata spot about sixteen miles away. No | 
stop was made either for rest or refresh- | 
ments and the detachmens started as | 
soon as the reloading could be accom- | 
plished. There was no hitch and_ the | 
only delay was at the Batoche ferry, | 
which could only accommodate a smail | 
portion of the troops atatime. It was 
11 o'clock at night ere the last equipage 
rig arrived at its destinetion. 


All the armed members of the party | 
formed a close cordon around the bluff | 


while the other member bivouacked | 
around a blazing fire. The nigut was 


intensely dark and still, the only noise 
being the sound of Almighty Voice’s | 
axe as he worked through the night | 
strengthening his position, and the | 
occasional crack of a rifle as one of the | 
watchers or the watched thought they 
saw a moving foe. Occasionally a 
bullet would come whizzing among the 
embers of the fire, and so the night | 
passed. 
At dawn the camp became full of | 
activity and by six oclock the two | 
cannons were placed in position, point- | 
to the bluff, and sighted for 790 yards. | 
A bright and beautiful Sabbath in a | 
fair and lovely country was heralded | 
by loud cannonading. This started at | 
6 a. m., and shrapnel, canister and ball | 
were rained inte the bluff. From 6 to 
7 o'clock the white smoked wreathed | 
aud the missiles cracked and exploded | 
amongst the trees and bushes. But | 
Almighty Voice neither moved nor | 
uttered a sound, At 9 o'clock the can- 
nonading was resumed, but with no 
different result and at 10 o'clock the 
order to cease firing wasgiven. At 2 | 
p. m. a charge was made on the bluff | 
and the Indians found ina pit about | 
five feet deep and 8 feet long which | 
they had evidently dug with a knife | 
which was found lashed toa_ stick. | 
They had one broken ziflle, a good one, | 
and a pistol. Almighty Voice was | 
quite dead, the top of his head being | 
blown off by a shell. There was also | 
a wound in each hand and one of his 
feet. Another Indian was dead by 
his side, having evidently been killed | 
by tlie same shell which silenced Al- | 
mighty Voice. The third was near the 
outskirts of the bluff dressed in Sergt. | 
Kerr’s breeches and tunic. They had | 
no ammunition except for the pistol | 
and no provisions. They had peeled | 
the bark from about thirty trees and 
eaten it. On Friday they shot two | 
crows that flew over the bluff which, | 
with the bark, is about all the food 
they had since they took refuge in the | 
bluff The Indians were buried on the | 
spot and the bodies of the dead _police- 
men removed to Prince Albert where 
they were buried with military honors.
